They areaill good horsemen,
trained marskinen of danntless courage,
earing nothing for danger and valuing
the suceess of the cause in which they
are engaged more than their lives, he
said.

Wixoxa, Mion., Feb, 19.—A sextople
tragedy was revealed one mile from hers
today on the ranch of Rev. Thomas
Spicer. The horribly mutilated bodies of
Mr; and Mrs. Spicer, their danghter, Mrs.
William Rouse, with her 1-year-old twin
boys and the aged Mra, Waldron, wife of
the postmaster, were found scattered
abont the ranch, and there iz as vet no
positive clew to the perpetrators of the
horrible erime.

The appesrances about the ranch, the
condition of the bodies and the ¢lrcom-
atances led to the supposition that the

n.arder was- comitted by-Indians, spd
this suspicion was in part started frgm
the knowno fact that one Indinn was seén
10 the peighborhood of the ranch yester-
dsy., Then, too, the bodies were terri-
bly mntilated with axes and clube,
which fact is’ taken to at least parily
ecorrohorate the suepicion.

The Standing Hock Indian reserva-
tion is not far away, and when the Indi-
ans from there get away from sight and
manage to get hold of whizky, therse is
sure to be troubls. If the morders were
committed by Indians, the murderers
ara undonbtedly now back among the
reservation Indians.

Ancient Japanese Law.

Sax Fraxasco, Feb. 19,—Oriental ad-
vices per steamship China state that the
remaines of the late dowuger empress of
Japan were buried in great state at Ky-
oto. Counsiderable difficulty was foond
in makipg the'proper arrangements for
transporting the body to Kyoto. Anp-
cient costom required that three oxen,
harnessed one aiter the other, shounld
draw the toneral ear. The one between
the shafts mnset have black and white
spots on the body, & white star on the
forchead and white stockings on all four
legs. The one immediately in front of
the shafts most bave a don skin with
black flecks, and the leader must be
pure black. Muoch search was required
to find tbe tirst of these three, but at
Iast he was found in a remote place in
the country, and the f[uneral arrange-
ments were then carried out. An an-
cient law provides imperatively that the
oxen drawing the funeral carnf one of
the royal family 'must be marked in the
manner described.

Gasoline Lamp Exploded.

Oreverasp, Feb. 19.—The family of
Jacob Circles, at 663 Canal street, was
almost wiped oot of existence this
morning by a holocaust. Jaeob and
Mary Circles, hushand and wife, were
fatally burned. Their tour children, all
ander 6 years of sge, received burne.
Albert Jerno and Joseph Jerga, hoard-
ers, were also badly burned.

Circles mistook a gasolive lamp for a
kerosene lamp. There was a terrific ex-
plosion when he applied a match. All
the family are in the hoepital. The
father and mother and three children
are dying.

SHIPS ~ OPENED ~ FIRE

The Foreign Fleet Bombard-
ed Cretans Last Night.

AND THUS AIDED THE TURKS

The Insargents Were Attacking & Turk-
1sh Garrisvon Near Canes When
the Irvnclads Interfered.

Caxga, Feb, 21.—8 p. m.—An engage-
ment has just occured jost above the vil-
lage of Miurnies, between the ineurgents
and a Turkieh band.

At 4:45 p, m., the insurgents from
Akrotiri, baving sttacked the Turkish
garrison at Halepa, the joint fleet bom-
barded the Cretans for 25 minutes, The
insurgents fled, taking their flag with
them.

Later reports are to the eﬂ'm:t that the
English men-of-war opened the bom-
bardment, The others followed. The
Kaiserin Auguosta fired melinite shells,
The commander of the Greek man-of-
war Hydra cleared for action in ease the
necessity should arise, Bomeshells fell
in the town of Canea, raising eclouds of
dost. It is rumored several persons
were killed and wounnded. When firing
ceased, the Greek flag was still fiying
over the insurgent camp.

Loxpox, Feb. 21.—A dispatch to the
Daily News from Canea, dated Sunday,
saye:

Smart firing wasd heard today in the
hilts to the eastward. Thereply of the
Turks was feeble, und it was obvions
that they mast-abandon their position
if pressed. The gun practice from
the redonbt on the outer lines was lodi-
ecrons. The chief Uretan position was a
bamlet on & ridge of hills 4000 yards
from the fiagship.

At 4:30 o’clock this afternoon (Sunday)
signals were made to H, M. 8. Dryad,
H. M. B, Sparries and H M. 8 Revenge,
together with one l[ialian, one Gerpoum
and one Russian ship, to open fire upon
the Cretan position were the Greek flag
was hoisted some daye ego. The British
‘ships fired 40 and the foreign ships 30
shells at the vyillage, ‘and rnined the
house held by the Cretans. The fiag
wig soon lowered, and the order “‘cease
firing'"" sounded after tem minutes.
Thereupon, the flag was soon rehoisted.
The rocke around were crowded with
Cretans. The Turks, encouraged by the
fleet, now opened a lively fusilade, while
the Cretans were removing the wound-
ed. The Cretans had not replied during
the whole performance. It was & gome-
what melancholy spectacle.

SNUBBED BY ENGLAND.

Emperor Wlll_ll'm.u' Bcheme Enooked In
the Head by Salisbury.

Lopxox, Feb, 20.—The Cretan gues.
tion is now foremost in the public mind,
and the newspapers publish columns on
the subject. The Marguis of Sslisbury’s
refasal to follow the suggestion of Em-
peror William of Germany and blockade
Piraeus is warmly praised in Eogland,
and his euggestion to the powers that
Crete be granted auntouomy similar to
that of the island of Samoa is well re-
ceived in many gnarters, a3 affording a
solation of the problem which Greece
ean accept without too great a sacrifice
of national pride. This proposition, it
is nnderstood, also finds fayor in Paris,
where popular feeling is pro-Hellenic.

The Continental correspondents of the
English newspapers all expatiate on the
pique of Emperor William at the Mar-
quis of Salisbury's dttitude, which open-
Iyglisplayed itself in his last interview
with the Britieh ambassador at Berlin,
while Connt von Hatzfeld, the German
ambagsador here, is reporled to have
bhad a heated conversation w:th the Mar-
guis of Salisbary.

It appears that Emperor William per-
sonally 1psisted to the foreign govern-
ments the necessity of carrying out his
proposal. This action isetated to be due
to his majesty’s desire to overcome the
reichetag’s opposition to his naval pro-
jects. He decided to initiate a very ac-
tive and stern policy, without having a
ship in the Levant. The adoption of his
proposal to blockade Pirasus would have
been & personal trinmph for the em peror,
and the opposition wouold have been
obliged to increase the German navy in
order to uphold the national honor.
This echeme, however, was knocked oo
the head by the Marquis of Salisbury’s
opposition.

The Turkish government is nneasy at
the aetion of the powers over this gues-
tion, fearing it might eanse a bresk-up of
the Earopean concert, which wonld mean
an immediate explosion in the Balkans
and the subsequent disraption of Turkey.

Opinion is oniversal that Crete now

will never retorn to the Torkish yoke.

The island will either become indepen-
dent or & part of Greece. The chief dan-
ger pow is a collision on the Thessalian
frontier.

The news that Turkey has ordered her
fleet to be mobilized was received with
derision throughont Europe. Onenews-
paper soggests that the Turkish iron-
elads are more suitable for oyster boats
than for-fighting.

WILL APPOINT HANNA.

Governor Bushell Makes a Public State-
ment.

CorvMsus, 0., Feb. 2l.—Governor
Bushnpell tonight gave out the lollowing
statement to the press:

‘It has been my intention to make no
announcement in relation to the action
I wounld take in the matter of an ap-
pointment to fill the prospective vacan-
cy in the Ohio representation in the
United States senate until the wvacancy
actually existed, But, on account of the
manifest interest of the people, and
their desire to know what will be done,
I deem it best now to make the follow-
ing statement:

“When Benator Sherman resigns to
enter the cabinet of President MeKinley,
I will appoint to suceeed him Hon. Mar:
cus A. Hanna, of Coyahoga coucty, to
gerve until his suceeesor 18 chosen by the
73d general assembly of the state. I
trost this action will meet Jhe " approval
of the people.

At the woods of El Tovio was another
disaster for the Spaniards, Colonel Lo-
rete defeating Colonel Martin’s de-
tachment of 600 men and forcing them
to retreat to Sanr Joan vy Martinez, with
heavy loss, leaving the dead on the field.

At Janta, the Spaniards made a plucky
fight, bat the Cubans ronted them after
three bours’ fighting.

The insurgents secored 200 rifies and
1500 rounds of ammunition. Their loss
wae less than thirty, while the Epaniards
acknowledged a loss of aver 140.

Fled For Thelr Livos.

Cixcisxarr, Feb. 20,—A special to the
Commercial Tribune from Key West
BByS: -

A report reached here late tonight
rumors at Havana of a big fight in San-
ta Clara provines, on Tuesday, between
1500 Bpaniards and 1200 Cobans, under
Gomez, which lasted seven hoars, The
insurgents cut down the Spanish forces
first with artillery and then with
machete; the Spaniards fleeing for their
lives in great disorder. The losses on
both sides were heavy, the Spaniards
losing the most men, The Cubans cap-
tured sll the ammunition, stores and
gune, incloding four field pieces, and
quantities of emall arme. No details can
be bad tonight, nor can the name of tha
Spanish general engaged be learned.

Will Never Glve In.

Arrexs, Feb. 20.—The Asty publishes
s statement made by the king to the
effect that he sent an envoy to one of
the powere and made every effort to ecall
the favorable attention of Earope to the

sitnation in Crete, but, with the excep-|

tion of the mixed gendarmes and the so-
called reforme, nothing had resulted.
Continoing, the king eald:

“My patience became exhansted and
I decided to annex the island of Crete,
which body and soul is Greek, This
decision, perhaps, provoked the powers
to additiosal ‘coercive measures sgainst
me, but the whole of Hellenism is with
me. T have ofdered my army not to
sbandon the island under any circum-
stances. Crete will be administratively
organized as scon a8 possible.”

The Fight Was Desporato.

Loxpox, Feb. 20.—Toe Britizh consul
at Canea, Crete, reports that the lighting
between the Turkish garrizcon at Fort
Vouakolis, conmsting of 300 soldiers and
100 Cretan Museulmane, and the Greeks
was desperate, The garrison drove the
Greeks back three or four miles, bat the
Turks were finally forced to retire before
the greatly superior numbers of the
Greeks and only 18 of the Mossolmans
succesded in cutting their way to the
Turkish outpost at Allidiana..

AT IS BRAZIL'S TURN

Has a Rebellion In Which
Rebels Use Dynamite.

A GHOST CALLS ON A DETECTIVE

The Janitor Also Ruas Afoul ¢f the
Spiritual Manifestation as It

Left the Deotective.

New Yorg, Feb* 22 —The Hérald,s
correspondent in Rio de Janeiro tele-
graphs that the police and military of
the state of Manas had a serious en-
counter with strong band of fanatics, in
which the latter unsed dynamite with
success, Beveral were killed and as
many wounded on both sides in the bat-
tle,

The fanatics were surprised by the
federal forces, but fonght with desper-
ation, and finally retreated toward the
Babia border in order, It is believad
that they went to Canuder, where Con-
selbeiro’s main body is intrenched and
where his strongest fortifications are
erected.

The fanatice when encountered by the
Brazilians tropps, were eogaged in
emuggling large quantities of arms and
ammunition acroes the state border.
They retained, these in thelr retreal.
The police of Rio de Janeiro will attempt
to discover by what means the warllke
supplies were transportad to Manas.

It is believed thata conspiracy is .on
foot in the capital to aid the fanatics.
The Braszilian government denies the
existance of apy monarchist plot in ac-
tive operation in conjunction with the
religions insurrection.

The report that President Moraea will
reassume office at once is confirmed. It
is snid that the president is much die-
pleased at the condition of political and
financial affaire in the republie.

The correspondent of the Herald in
Montevideo, Uruguay, telegraphs that
the president has invited the chief of the
white party to confer with him. The
disaffection in the republic ie confined
in some measure to thie party, and the
executive desires, it is reported, to ar-
range a compromise.

The weekly balances and market re-
ports show that thera is no reason for
the rise in the premiom on gold. The
rate last reported was 208.50.

The French Admiral.

Pamis, Feb. 22.—An unofficial dis-
pateh received today from Admiral
Pottier, the commander of the French
equadron off Canen, etatea that the ad-
mirals have informed their respective
governments that anarchy continoes to
increase in Crete and that they cannot
any longer be answerable for the avoid-
ance of conflicts unless the¥ are author-
ized to prevent the landing of ail pro-
visions, and the powers obtain the re-
call of the Greek troops and warships.
The admiral adds that doring Sunday,
in spite of the repeated protests of the
commanders of the foreign fleets, the in-
purgent outpodtscontinued to advance,
and to eogage in a .fasillade with the
Turkiah outposts belore Canea, After
consultation, the British, Aasirian, Ger-
man and Rossiay ships opened fire, and

only ceased when the Greek flag was
lowered.
